Ambassador Chaim Herzog told the 
assembly after the v ote.

atmosp here, which can only harm the 
p rosp ects for reconv ening Genev a.” 
The Genev a p eace conference has 
been in recess since 1973. The Carter 
administration is try ing to get it going 
again this y ear. 
The United States v oted against a 
broader anti-Israel measu re in the 
General Assembly last y ear.

The major energy conservation 
incentive for individuals in the 
measure would allow a tax credit of up 
to $400 to help offset the cost of in­ 
sulation and other devices to save 
energy in the home. It also would cover 
the purchase of a wood burning stove. 
Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., finance 
committee chairman and chief 
sponsor of the bill, relayed word from 
Carter that the bill should not be 
junked, but should go to the conference 
coiiunittee. 
The fight in the Senate Friday night 
was led by Ixrng on one side and Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., on the 
other.

curred by a company in switching 
from oil or gas to other fuels. As ap­ 
proved by the finance committee, the 
provision would have cost about $27.5 
billion over the next eight years. 
Kennedy called the credit a 
wasteful, useless subsidy for big 
corporations at the expense of the 
working people. 
He tried to trim the 50 per cent 
credit, which includes a IO per cent 
credit already in effect, to 20 per cent. 
When it appeared that Kennedy 
might win, Long said he would put off a 
final vote on the amendment until 
today because some of his supporters 
were absent. 
Kennedy then agreed to a total credit 
of 25 per cent, an increase of 15 per­ 
centage poults over the present credit, 
l/ong agreed, and the Senate accepted 
the compromise. 
Approval of the Kennedy amend­ 
ment and the industrial-use tax brings 
the Senate bill considerably closer to 
the energy tax measure advocated by 
Carter. That bill has passed the House 
in a modified form. 


Security system from going bankrupt. 
The system is in trouble because 
population age shifts and high 
unemployment have resulted in more 
money being paid out than is being 
taken in. 
Both houses of Congress are con­ 
sidering boosting taxes. The House has 
approved substantial tax increases, 
with the heaviest burden falling on 
upper-income workers and their 
employers. 
Carter told the newspaper exeutives 
there is “no alternative” to raising 
Social Security taxes if the system is to 
remain solvent. 
The House bill, passed on a 275-146 
vote Thursday, would over the next IO 
years more than triple the Social 
Security tax paid each year by anyone 
earning $42,600. The tax would go from 
$965 this year to $3,025 in 1987. 
A worker earning $20,000 would pay 
$1,420 in the tenth year, up from the 
current $965. A person earning $10,000 
would pay $710, up from $585. 
The House measure also would 
phase out limits on wages earned by 
Social Security recipients. 
The Senate Finance Committee also 
is considering legislation to prevent 
the Social Security system from going 
broke. The system has spent $5.6 
billion more than it has taken in since 
1975. 
Protest Plans 
O f Lawyers In 
Supper Club Fire 


COVINGTON, Ky. (AP) - Defense 
attorneys protested plans of lawyers 
suing the owners of the Beverly Hills 
Supper Club and in Washington, 
suspended Kentucky Fire Marshal 
Warren Southworth refused for the 
second time to talk to a congressional 
coiiunittee. 
James Osborne, representing the 
Schilling family, protested to U.S. 
District Court after learning that the 
opposition planned to take depositions 
from Richard J. Schilling and his sons, 
Rick, Scott and Ronald in Covington, 
startuig Monday. 
Osborne called the plan “an unex­ 
cusable deviation” from the agreed 
upon procedure for discovery. 
Suits of more than $1.5 billion have 
been filed in connection with the May 
28 fire that took 164 lives. 
Judge Carl Rubin is expected to rule 
on the protest Monday. 
In Washington, the House Com­ 
merce Consumer Protection Sub- 
conunittee said Southward had in­ 
formed tliem that he would not testify 
on the advice of legal counsel. 
The subcommittee is investigating 
the fire with an eye toward recom­ 
mending a national fire code that 
would require sprinkler systems. 
The Kentucky State Police report on 
the fire indicated that the building was 
in violation of fire and safety codes. 
The fire was blamed on electrical 
problems. 
Southworth was suspended with pay 
by Gov. Julian Carroll shortly before 
the report was released Sept. 19. 
Carroll said he did not want South­ 
worth to testify before the coiiunittee 
iii Cincinnati as a representative of the 
state.

Treated Wood Causes 
Illness To Cattle 
By GEORGE HAMRICK 
Comity Extension Agent,

A few dairymen in a neighboring 
state recently had some cows become 
ill after being exposed to an excessive 
amount of treated wood. This has 
several (Mo dairymen concerned 
about using treated wood on their 
farms, says Donald E. Pritchard, 
Extension Dairy Specialist at The Ohio 
State University. 
A material common to most 
livestock farms for the past 30 or more 
years has been implicated by the 
Michigan Department of Agriculture 
as the cause of animal health problems

■CONOM C INFORMATION RELA TIN G TO AGRICULTURE 


Personal income growth was a 
moderate 0.8 percent in September, a 
normal rate of increase, following a 
slow 0.5 percent increase in August. 
The September increase, the largest 
since May, on an annual rate was 
$1,559 trillion. Wages and salaries 
were up 0.7 percent or an annual rate 
of $1,003 trillion. An increase in 
average hourly earnings more than 
offset a decline in average weekly 
hours worked. Farm owner’s income 
declined 1.3 percent to a $14.9 billion 
annual rate. 


Industrial production increased by 0.4 
percent in September to a seasonally 
adjusted 138.8 percent of the 1967 
average. The September increase, 
while better than the August decline of 
0.4 percent was not vigorous. 
Increases were in consumer goods (0.3 
percent), output of construction 
supplies (0.5 percent), and materials 
(0.6 percent). Energy materials 
production was up 1.1 percent as coal 
mine strikes ended and Alaska crude 
oil came on stream. 


Farm machinery sales in U.S. are 
down substantially. Farmers are 
reluctant to buy new machinery and 
equipment at higher prices because 
incomes are being squeezed by 
declining grain prices and rising costs. 
Buidup in farm machinery inventory is 
taking place. In the first seven months 
of 1977 the number of 4 wheel drive 
tractors sold were down a fifth, tractor 
sales with under IOO H.P. were down 9 
percent, but over IOO H.P. up 9 percent.

and 
forage 
harvesters 
decreased I and 9 percent respec­ 
tively. 


Propane gas prices are slated for 
sharp gains of around IO percent for 
the fall and winter. Propane in­ 
ventories this summer were down 12.5 
percent from a year earlier. The 
combination of drying a large com 
crop and lower supplier inventories 
could cause some constraints this fall, 
although major disruptions are not 
expected. 


Cattle on feed October I in 23 states 
totaled 9,777,000 head. This is 5 percent 
above one year earlier. Steers on feed 
totaled 6,305,000 head, 7 percent more 
than one year ago. Steers represented 
65 percent of the total cattle on feed. 
Heifers on feed were up 3 percent. The 
number of steers weighing HOO lbs. 
and over combined with heifers 
weighing over 900 lbs. were down 21 
percent; steers weigh 900 to 1099 lbs. 
combined with heifers weighing 700 to 
899 lbs. were down 4.5 percent, and; 
steers weighing 700-899 lbs. and heifers 
weighing 500899 lbs. were up 5.3 
percent. Farmers said they would 
market 3 percent more fed cattle in the 
October-December quarter. 


Beef production this fall should be 2- 
3 percent below last year’s level. The 
decrease in nonfeed steers and heifers 
and cow slaughter will more than 
offset any increase in feed beef output. 
Feed beef production in the first half of 
1978 will exceed that of 1977. But a 
reduction in cow slaughter combined 
with less nonfed steer and heifer 
slaughter will mean a little less beef 
output. By the second quarter the 
reduction 
in 
commercial 
beef 
production could be 3 to 4 percent. 
This assumes good spring grazing 
conditions and sharp reductions in 
nonfed slaughter. Fed beef prices in 
Omaha for choice steers this fall 
should average in the $40-42 per cwt. 
range; during the winter they might be 
in the high $30’s or low $40’s and im­ 
prove toward the mid $40 in the spring. 


Potato production in Ohio of 2,698,000 
cwt. is down 12 percent from a year 
ago with both acreage and yields hieing 
lower. The fall U.S. crop of 303 million 
bushels is 3.3 million under last years 
crop, but 13 percent above the 1975 
crop. 


and the source of newly found con­ 
taminants in milk and meat tissue 
samples. 
This material is pentachlorophenol, 
PCP, the commonly used preservative 
of penta-treated wood. Actually, PCP 
is relatively nontoxic, but certain 
contaminants in PCP called dioxins 
and fur ans are the highly toxic 
materials. These dioxins and furans 
are formed unintentionally in the 
manufacturing of PCP. Animals ingest 
them by licking treated wood, eating 
feed stored in treated wood structures, 
and possibly by breathing the fumes in 
the air. 
Pritchard hastens to add that Ohio’s 
milk and meat supplies continue to be 
the wholesome, good products con­ 
sumers are accustomed to purchasing. 
At this time, the problem with PCP has 
occurred only in Michigan and only in 
a few herds that were exposed to an 
excessive amount (rf penta-treated 
wood. But, the potential problem is 
present for many Ohio dairy and beef 
producers, Pritchard says. 
Producers should use discretion in 
the use of penta, as well as other kinds 
of wood preservatives, in all housing, 
feeding and feed storage structures. 
With new construction, only the 
structural poles and those boards that 
are within 12 to 18 inches of the ground 
(skirt boards) need be treated. Don’t 
use treated wood for feed bunks or feed 
storage structures. If treated wood is 
used, cover it with non-treated wood. 
An example is covering treated wood 
bunker silo walls with non-treated 
plywood. 
In existing facilities, Pritchard 
advises dairymen to evaluate the 
situation,. How much treated wood is 
in the structures? Is the treated 
material bleeding to a noticeable 
extent? Do cattle have access to 
treated wood, and how much? Are feed 
bunks or bunker silos made from 
treated wood? 
Attempt to limit your cattle’s access 
to treated wood. Cover as much of the 
treated wood as is practical, especially 
if the treatment material is bleeding 
from the wood. If covering is im­ 
practical, consider replacement with 
untreated wood. 
PCP and other kinds of wood 
preservatives will continue to be 
important wood treatment products 
for livestock fanners, bvt caution 
should be exercised in their use, 
Pritchard advises. 
CCC Handles 
Record W heat 
Loan Activity 
“Farmers placed more wheat under 
Commodity Credit Corporation (CCC) 
loan during August 1977 than in any 
other August on record,’’ Roy Dunkle, 
Chairman 
Pickaway 
County 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Service said. “The total for 
this August was 140.3 million bushels, 
breaking the old record, 125.5 million, 
set in August 1960.” 
“The cumulative three-month total 
for 1977 wheat also stands at a record 
high, 327.2 million bushels of 1977 
wheat for June through August,” 
Dunkle continued, “breaking the 
previous record, 252.4 million bushels 
of 1960 wheat for June through August 
1960.” 
So far this year, very little wheat has 
been redeemed. On August 31, farmers 
had 326.3 million bushels under CCC 
loan. Roughly two-thirds of that was 
stored in warehouses, and the 
remaining third was in on-farm 
storage. 
Low wheat prices have caused this 
year’s record activity in CCC loan 
activity. National average prices for 
wheat during August fell from 1976’s 
$2.97 per bushel to $2.02 this August. 
However, since August market prices 
at Kansas City and Chicago have 
strengthened, reflecting the large 
quantities under loan. 
States 
where 
farmers 
have 
significant amounts of 1977 wheat 
under loan include: Kansas, 94.6 
million bushels; Oklahoma, 51.0 
million; Texas, 40.4 million, and 
Nebraska, 27.4 million. 
In Ohio, over 4 million bushels of 
wheat were under loan on August 31.

Down In OHIO 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
potato production this year is 12 per 
cent below that of last year, according 
to the (Mo Cooperative Extension 
Service.

As cold weather approaches, more 
questions about insulation are coming 
in. 
All building m aterials have some 
insulation value, but, the term “ in­ 
sulation” generally refers to products 
designed primarily for this purpose. 
Insulation helps keep heat in the 
building during cold weather and helps 
keep out heat in hot weather. 


There is no ideal or perfect in­ 
sulation which is the best for all ap­ 
p lications. 
For 
exam ple, 
som e 
m aterials may be well suited for in­ 
sulating walls or ceilings in new 
construction but could not be used for 
insulating existin g buildings. The 
various forms of insulation are rigid, 
blanket, batt, foamed-in-place and 
loose fill. 


The insulating value of various 
m aterials can be compared by their 
thermal resistance which is conunonly 
called “ R” value. The “ R” value in­ 
dicates the ability of the material to 
resist the transfer or passage of heat. 
The higher the “ R” value, the better 
the insulation. Published “ R” values 
m ay be for a one inch thickness of 
m aterial, or for the total thickness of a 
material. The " R ” values are added 
together to get the total insulation 
value. For exam ple: 6 inches of ver- 
miculite at R 2.2 per inch equals 13.2; 6 
inches of cellulose at R 3.7 per inch 
equals 22.2. The total R of 22.2 provides 
a greater resistance to the passage of 
heat than the R of 13.2. 
Adding insulation to a house will 
increase the resistance to heat flow 
and reduce the fuel used per season. 
Many questions concern the “ R ” 
value of loose fill (blown and poured) 
insulations. Som e “ R values for 
common types 
of loose fill 
are: 
Mineral fiber (rock, slag or glass, 3.0- 
3.3; Cellulose (milled paper or wood 
pulp), 3.7 ; Wood fiber, softwoods, 3.3; 


Perlite, expanded, 2.7 ; Vermiculite, 
expanded, 2.3. 
For a sim ilar listing of “ R” values of 
rigid, foam , and other building 
m aterials, request leaflet “ House 
Insulation Types and Values” from our 
office. 
Insulation is availab le with or 
without a vapor barrier. In new con­ 
struction, insulation with the vapor 
barrier attached is commonly used. 
But. a separate vapor barrier of 
plastic film can be placed between the 
insulation and the inside wall, floor or 
ceiling material. 
In existing houses, the exterior walls 
that have had insulation added can be 
provided with a good vapor barrier on 
the ulterior wall surface with two coats 
of alum inum paint, over which 
decorative paint or wall paper can be 
added. Vinyl wall coverings, or two 
coats of enamel paint, can also serve 
as a vapor barrier. Also the in- 
• stallation of veute in the exterior wall 
‘ surface w ill-let the waH breathe. 
Moisture that gets inside the wall can 
exit through the vents. This also helps 
reduce the possibility of paint peeling. 
The ceiling of an existing house will 
not need a vapor barrier if the attic is 
well ventilated.

Lilacs are versatile flowering shrubs 
that you can use as border plants with 
sm all shrubs, as corner plantings, as 
windscreens or as flowering hedges. 
Both the plants and the flowers are 
attractive. lilac flowers are among 
the most delicate, but the plants are 
among the most hardy. Some varieties 
can survive winter temperatures of 
minus 60 degrees F. 
They will grow anywhere except in 
the South where the winters are too 
mild to provide the plants with the 
seasonal rest period they need. 
lila c s often grow and continue to 
flower for many years, even if you 
totally neglect them. If you haven’t 
any lilac bushes, you can buy nursery- 
grown plants. The best time to plant 
lilacs is in the fall after the leaves have 
dropped. You can also plant lilacs in 
the spring before the buds start to 
unfold. Spring periods are very short, 
how ever, 
and 
transplanting 
is 
recommended only in areas where 
w inters are very severe. L ilacs 
planted in the fall usually have a better 
chance to survive because new roots 
get a head start in spring before the 
shrub leafs out. 
lila c s grow best in an open area that 
offers good drainage. They need roofn 
and thrive where exposed to sun and 
wind. A hillside or slope in full sun is 
ideal. But they will grow in most 
garden settings. They’ll grow well in 
all types of soil except acid soil. 
Bonemeal is a good fertilizer for lilacs 
and it contains the lime that can 
sweeten acid soil. After you plant your 
lilacs, use a three to four inch mulch of 
leaves or hay around the plant to keep 
moisture in and to prevent heaving - 
the alternate freezing and thawing of 
the soil during winter. 
Shade Trees 
Now is a good time to select and 
plant shade trees in the landscape. 
Quality trees for the landscape include 
slower growing trees that develop a 
strong stru ctu ral fram ew ork and 
desirable form. When selecting shade 
trees for the 
landscape, 
consider 
ultimate height, form, shade pattern, 
fall color, and freedom from insects 
and diseases. 
It is a good idea to stay with the 
native trees to your area. They do 
better than some such as clump birch 
that are transplanted out of their 
natural habitat and climatic con­ 
ditions.

NEW YORK - I first met Rosalind 
Ru ssell in the Hotel Pierre grille on 
Fifth Av enu e in the early 1950s. She 
had ju st been v oted best-hatted woman 
in America, and was wearing a hu ge, 
floppy -brimmed nu mber to pu nctu ate 
the ev ent. From the moment she began 
to talk , I had the feeling she had k nown 
me all her life. Yak , y ak , y ak . We 
talk ed more that d ay — and in the brief 
encou nters of su cceed ing y ears — than 
I talk ed to may roommates throu ghou t 
college. That was the way Roz Ru ssell 
was with ev ery bod y . 
“You see before y ou ,” she said , "a 
woman who has d estroy ed more 
eard ru ms than any k nown q u antity of 
TNT Gab, gab, gab. Ev en when my 
mind stops for intermission, my y ak 
goes on.” She pau sed su d d enly , testing 
the silence. “It is gold en, isn’t it?” she 
said . “Why d on’t people tell me to shu t 
u p?” 
Bu t no one ev er wanted to d o that. 
Ev en in later y ears, when her bod y 
was wrack ed with pain from arthritis, 
and her animated face was pu ffy from 
the effects of the med icine she was 
tak ing, Roz Ru ssell k ept on hailing and 
regaling people with her blithe spirit. 
There simply was not an u nlik eable 
bone in her bod y . 
Her posthu mou s biography , “Life Is 
A Banq u et,” written by free-lance 
writer and actress Chris Chase, was 
d estined to be a best-seller ev en before 
it was conceiv ed . If only the people she 
y ak k ed with — no one else — bou ght 
her book , it wou ld best-sell. She 
“k new” millions. 
The book d id n’t ev en hav e to be 
good . Bu t it is. It read s lik e Ru ssell 
gabbing. You can almost hear that 
v oice — I’v e alway s compared it to 
that of a cu ltu red St. Bernard — 
recou nting her ex traord inary life’s 
story . I cou ld ju st see her again, sitting 
in the liv ing room of her Manhattan 
apartment d u ring the long Broad way 
ru n of “Au ntie Marne” telling me her 
life’s story , interru pted only by her 
teenage son, Lance, who was leav ing 
to tak e a d ate to the theater. She 
smothered him with a hu g. “You look 
neat, sweetie-pie — hav e a ball! ” 
She d rank tea, recalling her personal 
cred o: “Fail miserably — and d o it 
well. At failing,” she insisted , “I’m 
ex perienced . A lot of people think my 
life has been one big smashing su c­ 
cess. Not tru e. I hav e ju st had a ten­ 
d ency to get what I d id n’t ask for.. .” 
She gav e an ex ample: The d au ghter 
of a well-to-d o family in Waterbu ry , 
Conn., Roz wanted to be a teacher. “I 
went to the American Acad emy of 
Dramatic Arts. Mother let me go there 
in the firm belief, which I shared , that 
one mu st be well enu nciated to teach in 
a nice, q u iet girls’ school at a fast 
$37.50 a month. Well, one night a 
theatrical agent called on me 
back stage after I’d play ed in the class 
play , ‘The Last of Mrs. Chey ney ,’ and 
he ask ed wou ld I lik e to work in 
su mmer stock that season. 
“I said , ‘How mu ch d o y ou pay ?’ and 
he said $150 a week .’ And I said — I 
hav en’t any id ea why — That is not 
enou gh.’ Well, that man ju st back ed 


ou t of the d oor and I nev er saw him 
again.” 
As a resu lt of that rid icu lou s en­ 
cou nter, she gav e u p the teaching 
concept and went to work in a tent- 
hou sed stock company at Lak e 
Saranac, N.Y., from which she was 
plu ck ed to go to Holly wood and 
become a mov ie star, play ing bachelor 
career girls. "I was cast in the same 
mold as My ma Loy — only withou t sex 
apeal. You think letters are ty ped — 
y ou shou ld hav e seen me.” 
She brok e ou t of the mold by coming 
to Broad way for “Wond erfu l town,” 
and later “Au ntie Marne.” Rosalind 
Ru ssell was Au ntie Marne; N. Y. 
Times critic Brook s Atk inson wrote 
that she shou ld ru n for presid ent: “She 
mak es the whole city wond erfu l, and 
she will mak e the whole cou ntry 
wond erfu l when she is elected .” 
Roz Ru ssell became the way she 
was, she felt, as a resu lt of a pre­ 
telev ision u pbringing in a large family . 


“I was the fly ing wed ge in the mid d le 
of an attack force of sev en child ren,” 
she said .

MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (AP) - 
Armco Steel Corp., wou nd ed by last 
y ear’s energy cru nch d u ring the worst 
winter in a centu ry , is now on the way 
toward total energy ind epend ence. 
“I’d say we coped , bu t at an enor­ 
mou s cost,” said Armco Presid ent 
Harry Holid ay , of last Janu ary and 
Febru ary when there was an almost 
total shu td own* of mills and tran­ 
sportation facilities. 
“We’ll cope this winter, bu t it will be 
ex pensiv e. Hopefu lly , at least, there 
won’t be as great a strain on those 
loy al employ es who k ept fu nctioning 
last winter u nd er the most ad v erse 
cond itions.” 
The freeze forced lay offs of 
thou sand s of Armco employ es at 
Mid d letown, Hamilton, Marion, and 
Washington Cou rt Hou se in Ohio, 
Ashland , Ky ., Bu tler, Pa., and 
Ambrid ge, Pa. 
Frozen water and oil lines fou led 
plants. The freeze-ov er of the Ohio 
Riv er strand ed shipments of sev eral 
million gallons of oil and tru ck tran­ 
sportation was sev erely cu rtailed by 
ice and snow. 
Armco, throu gh its Strata Energy 
Corp., based in Hou ston, Tex ., has 
gone into partnership with gas and oil 
ex ploration firms which alread y has 
prod u cing wells in Ohio, Ok lahoma, 
Lou isiana and Tex as, the firm said . 
At the same time, the steelmak er is 
rev amping operations to cu t d own on 
energy need s. 
Holid ay said that fiv e y ears ago the 
Mid d letown work s req u ired 70 million 
cu bic feet of natu ral gas d aily . 
“Tod ay , we can get by with 10 million 
or less, if we hav e to for short period s 
of time,” said Holid ay . 
Also, the firm is conv erting to cok e 
gas which will replace a need for 48 
million gallons of fu el oil. 
Holid ay said the firm’s objectiv e is 


The y 'll Do It Ev e ry Time 
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to “hav e ownership reserv es of oil and 
gas eq u iv alent to 22 million barrels by 
1985. By the end of this y ear, we ex pect 
to hav e one-fou rth of this objectiv e in 
hand . If necessary , we’ll barter some 
of these reserv es for ad d itional fu el in 
the locations where ou r need is 
critical.” 
He said an aggressiv e conserv ation 
program will also accomplish: 
—A sav ings of 800,000 gallons of fu el 
oil with insu lation of storage tank s and 
steam lines. 
—A red u ction of 5.8 million gallons of 
fu el oil at the Hou ston, Tex . work s 
throu gh 
more 
effectiv e 
in­ 
stru mentation of boilers. 
—Use of a new heat recu perator at 
Kansas City work s to red u ce fu el u se 
by 190 per cent or 400,000 gallons. 
—A new practice for preheating 
lad les at Baltimore, Md ., will sav e 
180.000 gallons. 
—A new ceramic fiber, called 
Refraisil d ev eloped by the west coast 
Hitco facility , is being u sed on fou r 
slab re-heat fu rnace su rfaces. 
This will sav e 5.5 million gallons of 
fu el at the Mid d letown work s, Holid ay 
said .

against 30 congressional cand id ates. 
Ev ery one ... had lost either the 
primary or the general election. Most 
had obtained a small percentage of the 
v ote.” 
McCarthy d escribed as an ex ample 
of FEC actions the prosecu tion of an 
u nsu ccessfu l cand id ate for Congress 
who accepted no contribu tions and 
spent only $150. McCarthy said he was 
fined $100 for failing to file reports 
after he was located in an old sold iers’ 
home in Massachu setts.

My mother fell and fractu red her leg 
below the k nee. She has been treated 
with antibiotics, casts and hormones. 
The leg ju st d oes not heal. Is there any 
ex planation why a fractu re shou ld not 
respond to good med ical attention? 
M r.H.N.R.I. 
Dear Mr. N.: 
There are many reasons why bones 
tak e an ex traord inary length of time to 
heal. This is k nown as “non-u nion.” 
The sev erity of the fractu re and the 
presence of an infection often are 
responsible for a d elay ed u nion of the 
bone fragments. 


In the eld erly , particu larly , a poor 
blood su pply is the major reason for 
non-u nion. When the arteries become 
narrowed becau se of arteriosclerosis, 
the transportation of blood and 
nu trients is d iminished . Healing is 
d elay ed when the blood su pply is 
inad eq u ate. 
Non-u nion of bone presented a tm- 
ficu lt problem for many y ears. Now, 
there are a nu mber of techniq u es by 
which these bones are mad e to heal. 
Bone grafts, electric stimu lation, 
wiring and the u se of metal plates are 
some of the techniq u es that can help 
u nite bone fragments. 
Und ou bted ly , y ou r mother's d octors 
hav e not ex hau sted all of these 
possibilities. Und er their gu id ance, her 
fractu re will ev entu ally heal. 


1 hav e had two attack s of phlebitis. 
Both attack s seemed to follow long 
plane flights. One was 11 hou rs; the 
other, 14. Am I bark ing u p a wrong tree 


when I say that I believ e the flights 
were responsible? I can’t seem to 
conv ince my friend s who, too, fly a lot 
that this is a real possibility .

Dear Mr. E.: 
You are, ind eed , on the right track 
when y ou su spect a relationship be­ 
tween the onset of phlebitis and a long 
plane trip. 
Fly ing itself is not the factor. Rather 
it is d u e to sitting in one position in a 
confined space for a long period of 
time. 
I hav e, for y ears, been try ing to 
ind u ce the airlines to emphasize the 
need for passengers to get u p, walk 
abou t and stimu late the blood su pply to 
their legs and feet. A leaflet on this 
su bject shou ld be inclu d ed in their 
“giv e-away ” literatu re on the plane. 
The same ru les apply to people who 
are mak ing long au tomobile trips. 
They shou ld break the d riv ing by 
stopping the car ev ery few hou rs, 
getting ou t of it and walk ing arou nd for 
a few minu tes. 
This is of great importance to 
any one who has a k nown history of 
v ascu lar d istu rbance. 
Phlebitis is an inflammation of the 
v eins which is sometimes associated 
with clot formation. These clots may 
sometimes break off, circu late in the 
blood stream and cau se a great d eal of 
trou ble. Prev ention, therefore, is 
essential. 
By the way , d o y ou smok e? If y ou d o, 
long plane trips are not y ou r only 
problem. Tobacco is an important 
factor in the prod u ction of phlebitis.

Only 4 percent favored 
retirement at 70, the age set by 
the House bill. Almost a third 
(32 percent) were for forced 


retirement at 65 or earlier, 
with 64 percent in favor of no 
mandatory retirement age at 
all. 
The largest bloc of sen­ 
timent opposed to 
fixed 
retirement ages came from 
the young. Three-fourths of 
those under 25 are opposed. 
That should shake up those in

You can almost hear that 
voice — I’ve always compared it to 
that of a cultured St. Bernard — 
recounting her extraordinary life’s 
story. I could just see her again, sitting 
in the living room of her Manhattan 
apartment during the long Broadway 
run of “Auntie Marne” telling me her 
life’s story, interrupted only by her 
teenage son, Lance, who was leaving 
to take a date to the theater. She 
smothered him with a hug. “You look 
neat, sweetie-pie — have a ball! ” 
She drank tea, recalling her personal 
credo: “Fail miserably — and do it 
well. At failing,” she insisted, “I’m 
experienced. A lot of people think my 
life has been one big smashing suc­ 
cess. Not true. I have just had a ten­ 
dency to get what I didn’t ask for.. .” 
She gave an example: The daughter 
of a well-to-do family in Waterbury, 
Conn., Roz wanted to be a teacher. “I 
went to the American Academy of 
Dramatic Arts. Mother let me go there 
in the firm belief, which I shared, that 
one must be well enunciated to teach in 
a nice, quiet girls’ school at a fast 
(37.50 a month. Well, one night a 
theatrical 
agent called on me 
backstage after I’d played in the class 
play, ‘The I .ast of Mrs. Cheyney,’ and 
he asked would I like to work in 
summer stock that season. 
“I said, ‘How much do you pay?’ and 
he said $150 a week.’ And I said — I 
haven’t any idea why — That is not 
enough.’ Well, that man just backed 


out of the door and I never saw him 
again.” 
As a result of that ridiculous en­ 
counter, she gave up the teaching 
concept and went to work in a tent- 
housed stock company at Lake 
Saranac, N.Y., from which she was 
plucked to go to Hollywood and 
become a movie star, playing bachelor 
career girls. "I was cast in the same 
mold as Myma Loy — only without sex 
apeak You think letters are typed — 
you should have seen me.” 
She broke out of the mold by coming 
to Broadway for “Wonderful town,” 
and later “Auntie Marne.” Rosalind 
Russell was Auntie Marne; N. Y. 
Times critic Brooks Atkinson wrote 
that she should run for president: “She 
makes the whole city wonderful, and 
she will make the whole country 
wonderful when she is elected.” 
Roz Russell became the way she 
was, she felt, as a result of a pre­ 
television upbringing in a large family. 


“I was the flying wedge in the middle 
of an attack force of seven children,” 
she said. “In a household like ours, you 
developed confidence or got bashed in. 
£t 
dinner, 
we’d 
argue 
about 
everything; if I was asked a question 
and said, ‘I don’t know,’ my father (a 
lawyer) would say, ‘Why don’t you 
know?’ In a family like ours, you 
learned or you lost self-respect.” And 
self-respect inspires respect for 
others. 
“An awful lot of people, I’ve found, 
don’t like other people,” she mused. 
“It’s beyond me. Here we are all 
floating around on the same earth with 
fascinating personalities bumping into 
us everywhere we walk — yet some 
people claim they like to go it alone. 
They claim they thrive on living that 
way, detached from others — but they 
don’t look so hot to me. Maybe that’s 
why I talk so much. If you talk a lot, 
people talk back to you — in self- 
defense, if nothing else.” 
Armco On W ay Toward 
Energy Independence 


MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (AP) - 
Armco Steel Corp., wounded by last 
year’s energy crunch during the worst 
winter in a century, is now on the way 
toward total energy independence. 
“I’d say we coped, but at an enor­ 
mous cost,” said Armco President 
Harry Holiday, of last January and 
February when there was an almost 
total shutdown* of mills and tran­ 
sportation facilities. 
“We’ll cope this winter, but it will be 
expensive. Hopefully, at least, there 
won’t be as great a strain on those 
loyal employes who kept functioning 
last winter under the most adverse 
conditions.” 
The freeze forced layoffs of 
thousands of Armco employes at 
Middletown, Hamilton, Marion, and 
Washington Court House in Ohio, 
Ashland, Ky., Butler, Pa., and 
Ambridge, Pa. 
Frozen water and oil lines fouled 
plants. The freeze-over of the Ohio 
River stranded shipments of several 
million gallons of oil and truck tran­ 
sportation was severely curtailed by 
ice and snow. 
Armco, through its Strata Energy 
Corp., based in Houston, Tex., has 
gone into partnership with gas and oil 
exploration firms which already has 
producing wells in Ohio, Oklahoma, 
Louisiana and Texas, the firm said. 
At the same time, the steelmaker is 
revamping operations to cut down on 
energy needs. 
Holiday said that five years ago the 
Middletown works required 70 million 
cubic feet of natural gas daily. 
“Today, we can get by with IO million 
or less, if we have to for short periods 
of time,” said Holiday. 
Also, the firm is converting to coke 
gas which will replace a need for 48 
million gallons of fuel oil. 
Holiday said the firm’s objective is

to “have ownership reserves of oil and 
gas equivalent to 22 million barrels by 
1985. By the end of this year, we expect 
to have one-fourth of this objective in 
hand. If necessary, we’ll barter some 
of these reserves for additional fuel in 
the locations where (nit need is 
critical.” 
He said an aggressive conservation 
program will also accomplish: 
—A savings of 800,000 gallons of fuel 
oil with insulation of storage tanks and 
steam lines. 
—A reduction of 5.8 million gallons of 
fuel oil at the Houston, Tex. works 
through 
more 
effective 
in­ 
strumentation of boilers. 
—Use of a new heat recuperator at 
Kansas City works to reduce fuel use 
by 190 per cent or 400,000 gallons. 
—A new practice for preheating 
ladles at Baltimore, Md., will save 
180.000 gallons. 
—A new ceramic fiber, called 
Refraisil developed by the west coast 
Hitco facility, is being used on four 
slab re-heat furnace surfaces. 
This will save 5.5 million gallons of 
fuel at the Middletown works, Holiday 
said. 


McCarthy Blasts 
Election Panel 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Former 
U.S. Sen. Eugene McCarthy of Min­ 
nesota says the Federal Election 
Commission is wasting taxpayers’ 
money and harassing minor can­ 
didates. 
McCarthy, 
who 
sought 
the 
presidency in 1968 as a liberal antiwar 
Democrat and in 1976 as an in­ 
dependent, criticized the commission 
in a newsletter published by Citizens 
for the Republic, a conservative 
Republican group headed by former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
McCarthy said the election com­ 
mission hasn’t taken time to in­ 
vestigate 
correlations 
between 
campaign contributions and votes by 
congressmen, but has “filed civil suits 
against 30 congressional candidates. 
Every one ... had lost either the 
primary or the general election. Most 
had obtained a small percentage of the 
vote.” 
McCarthy described as an example 
of FEC actions the prosecution of an 
unsuccessful candidate for Congress 
who accepted no contributions and 
spent only $150. McCarthy said he was 
fined $100 for failing to file reports 
after he was located in an old soldiers’ 
home in Massachusetts. 


Grange Votes 
To Oppose Issue 2 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
State Grange voted at its annual 
session in Toledo last weekend to 
oppose state Issue 2, the proposal to 
ban leghold animal traps in the state. 
The Grange voted support for the other 
three state issues. 
Delegates also approved a resolution 
of opposition to busing to achieve 
racial integration and voted to abolish 
special elections for school money 
issues, relegating them to only 
primary and general elections.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by la s te r I. C olem an, M.D. 


My mother fell and fractured her leg 
below the knee. She has been treated 
with antibiotics, casts and hormones. 
The leg just does not heal. Is there any 
explanation why a fracture should not 
respond to good medical attention? 
Mr. H. N., R.I. 
Dear Mr. N.: 
There are many reasons why bones 
take an extraordinary length of time to 
heal. This is known as “non-union.” 
The severity of the fracture and the 
presence of an infection often are 
responsible for a delayed union of the 
bone fragments. 
In the elderly, particularly, a poor 
blood supply is the major reason for 
non-union. When the arteries become 
narrowed because of arteriosclerosis, 
the transportation of blood and 
nutrients is diminished. Healing is 
delayed when the blood supply is 
inadequate. 
Non-union of bone presented a dif­ 
ficult problem for many years. Now, 
there are a number of techniques by 
which these bones are made to heal. 
Bone grafts, electric stimulation, 
wiring and the use of metal plates are 
some of the techniques that can help 
unite bone fragments. 
Undoubtedly, your mother’s doctors 
have not exhausted all of these 
'possibilities. Under their guidance, her 
fracture will eventually heal. 


I have had two attacks of phlebitis. 
Both attacks seemed to follow long 
plane flights. One was ll hours; the 
other, 14. Am I barking up a wrong tree 


when I say that I believe the flights 
were responsible? I can’t seem to 
convince my friends who, too, fly a lot 
that this is a real possibility. 
Mr. D.E..N.Y. 
Dear Mr. E.: 
You are, indeed, on the right track 
when you suspect a relationship be­ 
tween the onset of phlebitis and a long 
plane trip. 
Flying itself is not the factor. Rather 
it is due to sitting in one position in a 
confined space for a long period of 
time. 
I have, for years, been trying to 
induce the airlines to emphasize the 
need for passengers to get up, walk 
about and stimulate the blood supply to 
their legs and feet. A leaflet on this 
subject should be included in their 
“give-away” literature on the plane. 
The same rules apply to people who 
are making long automobile trips. 
They should break the driving by 
stopping the car every few hours, 
getting out of it and walking around for 
a few minutes. 
This is of great importance to 
anyone who has a known history of 
vascular disturbance. 
Phlebitis is an inflammation of the 
veins which is sometimes) associated 
with clot formation. These dots may 
sometimes break off, circulate in the 
blood stream and cause a great deal of 
trouble. Prevention, therefore, is 
essential. 
By the way, do you smoke? If you do, 
long plane trips are not your only 
problem. Tobacco is an important 
factor in the production of phlebitis.

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CINCINNATI (AP) - Sam Struggle 
Gear is one robot who knows who’s 
boss. 
“Everyone knows humans are 
better,” Sam replied during an in­ 
terview here Thursday, “and if I didn’t 
say that you’d disconnect my bat­ 
teries.” 
Actually, Sam’s ad libs were being 
relayed by microphone for his ap­ 
pearance here, but his creators, 
Quasar Industries, of Rutherford, 
N.J., insist that he can do pretty much 
the same thing on his own. 
“It knows 4,600 English words,” 
Robert Domick said. “It is trained to 
respond to 250 key words. So what you 
get is a facsimile of an intelligent 
conversation. 
“About six of IO times, you’re going 
to get an approximate answer to the 
question.” 
Sam is really kind of a metal Don 
Rickies, 
with 
his 
rapidpaced 
comebacks. 
Currently, he’s on tour promoting 
winter coats and he shuffled around 
the department store Thursday 
scaring little girls, whistling at big 
girls and tying reporters into knots 
with his comebacks. 
“What’s your name,” the robot 
asked during a standup television 
interview. 
“Larry,” the reporter said. 
“Oh,” quipped the robot. “They 
offered me your job yesterday.” 
Actually, Domick admitted that not 
everyone wants a smart-aleck robot. 
And for the $40,000 it costs to get this 
type of robot, you can have the kind of 
personality that you want. 
“Certain people want happy robots 
and others want them sad,” Domick 
said. 
In about 20 months, 
Quasar 
Industries hopes to have robots 
shuffling around the home when they 
begin production of their “domestic 
android.” 
For about $4,000 the robot can be 
programmed to do housework, walk 
the dog, or do babysitting. 
To get the robot to do a certain job, 
just plug in a casette and watch it 
work. 
The robot is also equipped with 
sensors which keep it from bumping 
into wails. 
Testing is now under way in a few 
New Jersey households, Domick said, 
to iron out the outer rough edges on the 


robots. 
Homemakers won’t get much 
backtalk from these robots. 
“Their vocabularies will be much 
more limited,” Domick explained. “Of 
course, who would want a $40,000 robot 
doing their floors.” 
Quasar is also developing a hospital 
robot for surveillance of patients and 
other various jobs. 
“The robot is going to become more 
and more a part of our everyday life,” 
Domick said. 
These robots are nothing like those 
scary objects that are portrayed in 
science fiction, Domick said. 
“They are programmed to destroy 
themselves before they would hurt 
others,” he said.

Forecast 
For The 
Fields

Here is the agriculture weather 
advisory for Ohio provided by the 
National Weather Service: 
High pressure is centered over the 
Great Lakes and will remain the 
dominant influence over Ohio’s 
weather through the weekend. Early 
morning lows will drop into the mid to 
upper 30s in the north Sunday morning 
and scattered light frost is possible. A 
slight warming is expected early next 
week as a more southerly flow of air 
returns. 
FIELD OPERATIONS - Dry 
weather is expected to continue across 
Ohio through mid week next week. By 
Monday virtually all of the soils 
around the state should be firm enough 
to work. Evaporative loss rates will 
exceed a tenth of an inch daily with a 
slight acceleration early next week. 
HARVEST — Com harvest is ex­ 
pected to continue with no major 
weather delays. Com over 20 per cent 
moisture will dry down over a half a 
per cent a day. There will be morning 
delays because of fog and heavy dew 
on soybeans, but a late morning dry off 
will allow afternoon combining. With 
about five good afternoon harvest 
periods ahead, a large percentage of 
the remaining soybean crop should be 
in the bin before the next period of 
showers arrives. 
WHEAT — Fall tillage conditions 
will be excellent, wheat and other 
small grain seedings will find 
adequate moisture for quick ger­ 
mination, and mild temperatures will 
push early growth. 
PASTURES — Mild temperatures 
and adequate moisture will allow 
continued growth of pasture grasses. 
This will extend the grazing period for 
all but sudan and sorghum forages. 
HAYING — Conditions remain 
excellent for an additional cut of hay. 
little or no rain is expected through 
Wednesday. Cuts should not be 
delayed. Drying rates are slow this 
time of the year and four to five days 
will be needed to complete field curing. 


Novem ber ADC 
Paym ents 
Announced 


State Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson's 
office announced today the November 
distribution of $34,892,586 in Aid to 
Dependent Children (ADC) to 509,278 
recipients in Ohio’s 88 counties. In 
Pickaway County $64,752 was paid to 
964 recipients. 
Ferguson said the amount does not 
include the weekly ADC auxiliary 
payments, which will be made 
primarily to new recipients throughout 
the month, but does reflect food stamp 
allowances to the recipients. The state 
welfare department distributes food 
stamps, and ADC payments to those 
recipients choosing to receive stamps 
are reduced accordingly. 
Auxiliary payments of $2,061,713 
resulted in a total of $39,530,084 in ADC 
payments distributed to the counties 
for the month of October. 
Ferguson noted the principal 
November payment went to 4,519 
fewer recipients than the one in 
October, and decreased by $312,481. 
ADC payments are made to families 
with one parent or one unemployed 
parent on tile basis of family size and 
financial resources, The ADC program 
is funded primarily by federal and 
state governments.

After it is 
reviewed the entire profile is sent to 
the participant’s personal physician. 
At the same time the participant is 
contacted and if an abnormality has 
been detected, he is advised to consult 
with his doctor concerning the find­ 
ings. 
“The Farm Bureau has been helping 
our members for years. We feel the 
health of the member and his family is 
just as important as the other services 
we provide,” said Mr. Walker. “The 
program 
is 
convenient, 
com­ 
prehensive and inexpensive,” he 
explained. 
Telling of the importance of 
preventative medicine and early 
detection, an AHP spokesman said, 
“ Many of the people who participate in 
the program have some abnormality 
of which they are unaware. It may not 
be a serious problem now and in most 
cases a simple program worked out 
with their family physician can keep it 
under control. The important thing is 
to be aware of a potentially serious 
health problem and consult with a 
physician.
